Stacey, now 20, was convicted 
of first-degree murder on Oct. 30 
in St. Louis County. The charges 
centered on the shooting death of 
her father, Thomas Lannert, 43, 
more than’ two years ago. 
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many-years we feel.that it's 
time we stood up and told the 
truth,’ Lannert said. “I. want to 
appeal to others out tere who 
might be suffering the same 
abuse so that they won't go to 
the extreme that “Stacey did and 
take someone's 

Lannert said Sta 
younger siSter were living with 
Lannert’s ex-husband in St. 
John, Mo., before the shooting. 
When the couple had divorced 
years earlier, they were 
awarded joint custody of the 
girls. While she had suspected 
an incestuous ‘relationship 
between her ex-husband and 
Stacey, Lannert said she never 
wanted to believe it until the 
shooting.

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Sexual abuse of children 
is widespread, experts say

Almost anyone 
of sexual abuse. 

Even-more-frightening-is- that 
almost anyone can be an offend- 
er 

“That's a very general mis- 
conception, because people think 
that they are easy to spot,” said 
Dr. Donya Adkerson, a sexual 
abuse expert who treats both 
survivors and perpetrators at 
her Edwardsville practice 

Adkerson said the majority. of 
abusers she treats are men 
Most of-them range in age from 
20 to their late 60s- Most are 
married, intelligent churchgoers 
who barbecue, go fishing and do 
“all the things regular everyday. 
people do,’’. Adkerson said. 

A majority of the offenders 
were also sexual abuse victims. 

Others were subjected to 
severe physical abuse. And in 
some cases, both types of abuse 
were present, Adkerson said 

Most sexual offenders begin 
abusing others in their teens 
For this reason, treatment 
should begin as soon_as the ‘prob- 
lem is recognized 

“When an adolescent (offend- 
er) is caught, they have commit 
ted an average of seven offens-

While sexual offenders of ‘chil- 
dren are not always family 
members, in 80 percent of cases 
involving young children, the 
child knows the offender, accord- 
ing to Rebecca Carr, director of 
the Rape and Sexual Abuse Care 
Center at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville. 

Carr said-a neighbor, a baby 
sitter or a family friend may 
also be the perpetrator. 

In 1990, the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Children and Family 
Services found. credible evidence 
of sexually abused children in 
197 of 337 cases reported in-Mad- 
ison County. 

“The saddest part of the abuse 
is that they are being victimized 
by a person that they think they 
can trust,” Carr said. 

“When you're a little one, your 
only choice is to look up to big

people to take care of you. So, to 
them, there is no escape 

With very young children, a 
common misconception is that 
they will not remember the inci- 
derits of abuse 

“T think @ lot of parents would 
like to believe that, but it's not 
true,” Carr said. ‘People some- 
times say fondling (of a child) is 
no big deal,, but even that vio- 
lates the chiid’s personal space 

Carr encourages counseling for 
younger victims “as soon after 
the abuse becomes known"’ as 
possible. 

The children need to. be “told 
that the abuse was not their 
fault and understand that they 
have rights concerning their bod- 
ies, Carr said 

For adults who haven't 
with their childhood abuse, 
is no “correct” 
counseling 

“They have to do it when 
they're ready and that will vary 
individua’ iy,’ Carr said. 

“The important thing is not to 
force them into it — they've 
already been forced into doing 
something they didn’t want to 
0.

her abuse. She became haunted 
with memories of the abuse in 
the midst of pall ting a new 
home, raising two small children 
and caring for a dying family 
friend. She waited more than six 
years after that before seeking 
counseling. 

““My counselor said IT wasn’t 
strong enough to handle it 
before,” Tutka said. ‘I wasn't 
sure I was strong enough to han- 
dle it then.”* 

But Tutka found solace from 
-her ordeal by caring for foster 
children, many of whom had 
been sexually abused. One child, 
a 4--year-old girl, would have 
horrible nightmares and would 
often wake up screaming. 

“I'd listen a lot of times and 
try to get to her before she got 
too deep ‘into _thern (dreams),” 
Tutka said. “Then I'd just hold 
her -and rock her. By helping 
that child I think I was also 
helping the child inside me.'* 

Lannert has only begun to deal 
with her ordeal. After her 
daughter's trial, Lannert con 
fronted her abuser <= 





“The trial made it all come 
out in the open, so it felt like the 
right time to do it,’” Lannert 
said. 

Lannert and Tutka are gow 
hoping that Stacey gets. the 
chance to find some inner peace 
During the two years that she 
has been incarcerated since the 
July 4, 1990, shooting, the only 
counseling shé has received has 
been in the form of court evalua- 
tions for her trial, her mother 
said. “. 

While Stacey 
tenced Dec. 11 
without parole, 
Chris McGraugh, is planning to 
seek a new trial. The life sen- 
tence is mandatory in Missouri 
because prosecutors did not seek 
the death penalty 

McGraugh said his motion for 
a new trial will cite-more than 
two dozen ‘“‘errors’’ made during 
Stacey's trial. One of the most 
serious was that the jury was 
not given a self-defense ruc- 
tion or allowed to consider a 
lesser charge of involuntary 
manslaughter.

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Sauget company seeking waste license 
County Board member cites environmental concerns

“We're not talking about dis 
posing of any material on this 
property,’ said Joe Nassif, an 
attorney for Cahokia Marine Ser- 
vice.
